of the'vessels should'occur in Vene- 
zuelan waters where they were cap- 
tured. The interpretation which the 
Germans have put upon this article 
is regarded here as somewhat petty, 
but'it will not be noticed officially, 
instead, the state department will 
place the Marietta-at the disposal of 
President Castro to carry officers and 
men to Trinidad'with which to man 
his. vessels. -

charters of Evausville, Terre Haute, 
South Bend and Fort Wayne are alike' 
in this: that the finding of the board 
of public works is final. This is law 
now and always has been, and no 
court has ever held it to be otherwise. 
It has been contended in a late, case 
that the statute as it now reads does 
not authorize the board of works to 
give notice to-property owners after 
the completion of the work and be- 
fore final assessment for any'im- 
provement is'made, and-for that rea- 
son no one needs to pay for any im- 
provement, even though they had no- 
tice. ' This is another untenable con- 
struction of the statute, as I believe, 
but it was raised, and to make cer- 
tain the meaning and intent of the 
statute' these amendatory provisions 
were prepared, and, further, if by 
mistake "or oversight a failure to 
give notice to any person should oc- 
cur-the amendments authorize -sup- 
plementary ' proceedings, giving no- 
tice, hearing remonstrances 'in the 
same manner as if-notice had been 
originally given. - These' provisions 
are in the Indianapolis, Ev.ansville, 
Terre Haute and South Bend char- 
ters, and I see no reason why objec- 
tions, should be made^.here.

Drop self,1 drop selfish- 
ness, and devote yourself to the uni- 
fication and the revivification of tho 
democratic party; forget the 
past, 


glorious as it has been on many of

Xrray'is its .ability to make various 
substances fluoresce; that is, to be- 
come .self-luminous while exposed to 
the action of the rays.

One of 'the'most distinguished exper- 
imenters in this field was Sir Wil- 
liam Crookes. He • found that' by 
passing a powerful charge of' elec- 
tricity''through a vacuum tub* ex- 
hausted to one-millionth of an at-

the tube were thrown put from the

pole in ' streams '• strong 


enough to set. a finely, balanced wheel 


in motion. These minute projected 
particles were called .by .Crookes rar 
diani matter of electrons.- They are 
infinitely smaller -than atoms, which 
in the -natural-state have-been re- 
garded as the-ultimate division of 
matter.- -A- few years ago M..Henri 
Becquerel made- the -remarkable 'dis- 
covery that the-metal uranium pos- 
sesses the'property of • giving out ra- 
diations identical-in-nature with the 
electrons'or radiant matter" of the 
Crookes tube.

Pierre- Curie -of 
France found Bohemian pitchblende 
and two other compounds of .ura- 
nium possessed, the. powers:of radia- 
tion .in a remarkable degree, from, 
which they inferred the presence 'of 
some other substance stronger in ra- 


diating power than urmnium. After 
much labor they were rewarded by 
finding a new metal, similar'to pure 
blimuth in chemical qualities, but 
far more radiant This they named 
"polonium."

possessing a marvelous degree of ra- 
diating power.

or a hoof in all the world. 
So the

and leaves there nothing but death 
and corruption and filth. "All liars 
shall have their part ia 
the lake 


which burneth with fire and brim- 
stone, which is the second death." 
Beware, oh man, how you nourish 
this destroying child 
of 
perjury, 


which is often the offspring of ac- 
cursed debt. 


Wilful debt is the fiend who cares 


not how many helpless and inno- 
cent victims he may destroy in his 
own annihilation. The pirates of 
old used to raise their black flags 
and prey upon the ancient shipping. 
The robbers of Scotland used to place 
false lights upon the shores, so that 
the ships would be decoyed upon the 
rocks, and the wreckers could collect 
the broken cargoes. 
Tbe man wbo

for such tragedies are being enacted 
today by selfish men all round the 
world. 
As long as these wickedly 


foolish fathers can satisfy their pres- 
ent wants, they care not what may 
become of their children after they 
are gone. Every wise father should

swifter than the winds. When it is 
gone, it is very hard to 
overtake, 


and to bring back. He should train 
each child to be able to earn a live-, 
lihood, independent of any money he 
may bequeath to that child.

life as a serf.

that such a condition is very hard 
and unjust, and so it 
is. But, in 


many cases, when a man will delib- 
erately enter a store and run up a 
heavy bill, which he has no inten- 
tion of paying, be is just as much 
a robber as tbe sneak 
thief 
who 


rushes into the bakery and steals a 


slaughter by the evil worryings of 
debt—accumulating debt. Ask that 
wild-cat speculator in Wall street. 
Did he ever think for one moment 
that he would lose the estate confided 
to him in trustee form when he be- 
gan to run into 
debt? 
No! No! 


These men are being destroyed by 
debt in the same way that the learn- 
ed lord Bacon 
was led to accept 


bribes. 
They are being lured to de- 


struction as Benedict Arnold 
was 


lured when his debts drove him to 
embark in the plot to destroy West 
Point. 
The blood bounds of debt 


had barked at his heels ever since 
his Philadelphia extravagances, and 
his debts not only made Mm a traitor 
against his creditors, but at the last 
they made him a traitor against his 
country.

is today walking around our streets, 
claiming that in the sight of the law 
he is honest.
